UNDERSTANDING FEAR
I had to understand what I
was afraid of; what was I
fearing?

02
MAKE A PLAN
After conducting my
research on the disorder, I
formulated a plan on
overcoming my fear that
included seeing specialists
and using nontraditional
forms of medication.

03
ACTION
I put that plan in motion and
reevaluated my situation,
changing my plan if needed.

These are the three lessons I learned and what helped me get

through my fear of the unknown.
